‘Infernal’ Drugs ' 

The use of these drugs, how- 
ever, as Dr. DeFeo said, does 
not prove that they are evi. 
When the term “infernal!” is 
used, he said, one is making a 
subjective statement based on 
the effect on society, rather 
than on the individual. 


Drugs should be looked at as 
chemicals that can interact, he 
said. A drug, according to Dr. 
DeFeo, can be considered a 
miracle if it is used properly— 
to prolong life and to relieve 
diseases. When this happens, he 
said, we must be thankful for 
the development of the drug. 


When a drug becomes the con- 
troller of our minds, souls and 
bodies. and when it is used in a 
manner other than medicinal, 
we must fight to pull ourselves 
away from the drug and let it's 
classification be only that of a 


chemical, rather than as the 
mainstay of living, Dr. DeFeo 
said.
